GEN. SHAFTER IS NOT SATISFIED 


Soldier of Santiago Speaks Lightly 
of Lawton. 

Washington, April 11.—The president to- 
night entertained Major General William R. 
Shaifter, Major General Wheeler and Adju- 
tant General Corbin. General Shafter said 
tonight: 

General Lawton and his men are 
achieving much success so far as théy 
go. The fighting against the Filipinos, 
however, is like the brushing away of 
flies: the moment the brushing is stop- 
ped they come back. The Filipinos are 
bound to give in eventually, but I believe 
it is a much more serious task to subdue 
them than most people think. 

General Shafter said the enthusiasm for 
enlisting for service in the Philippines was 
remarkable and quoted a remark of Adju- 
tant General Corbin that the department 
may have to stop recruiting men for the 
Philippines, owinzg to the numbers now en- 
listing. He said there were nearly a thou- 
sand recruits at the Presidio when he left 
San Francisco, many of whom were for- 
merly in the volunteer service. A large 
camp of recruits for Manila, he said, will 
be established at the Presidio and between/ 
5,000 and 6,000 men will leave there for 
Manila in the next three weeks on trans- 
ports now (hurrying back. :

Roosevelt’s Regiment May Be Brought 
Together in Chicago Next Fall. 
Chicago, April 11.—Chicago will probably 
have the first reunion of the regiment Uthat 
Colonel Roosevelt commanded during the 
war. Postmaster Gordon, who is chairman 
of the general committee in charge of the 
Chicago day Celebration, had an interview 
with Colonel Roosevelt in which he sug- 
gested that the regiment should hold its 
reunion in this city on October 9th, when 
President McKinley will be here, and the 
corner stone of the new postoffice is to be 
laid.

BAKER'S FAMILY 1S 
ON WITNESS STAND 


Assassination ef the Postmaster Is Fully 
Described. 


EVERY DETAIL IS RECOUNTED 


Government Puts Up a Man Who Has 
Been Convicted of Larceny. 


DEFENSE ENTERS STRONG OBJECTION 


Eligibility of Lee’s Testimony Is Be- 
ing Discussed When Court Ad- 
jcurns for the Day. 


Charleston, 8S. C., April 11.—The Lake City 
case was continued in the United States 
circuit court today. 

The leading witnesses examined were 
Lovinia Baker, Rosa Baker, Cora Baker 
and Lincoln Baker, members of the fami- 
ly of the postmaster who was “lynched. 
Each of the witnesses had been wounded 
at the time Baker and his child were killed 
by the mob. They described in detail what 
they saw and heard the night of the mur- 
They woke to find their home in 
flames. Soon men began shooting into the 
bullding. Baker and the child were killed, 
and they, though wounded, escaped from 
the house and hid in the woods. The cross- 
examination brought out nothing. 

A legal battle followed, an effort of the 
government to put up Early P. Lee, one 
of the men who has turned sta‘e’s evidence. 
The defense objected on the ground that 
the man had been convicted of larceny. 

The prosecution for lareeny foliowed 
Closely upon his giving testimony for the 
government, and the claim of the govern- 
ment is that it was instituted to disqualify 
Lee in this case. Some of the records of 
the court in which he was convicted ‘can- 
not be found. 

The court adjourned today pemlire fur- 
ther argument on the eligibility of this wit- 
ness. The effort of the district attorney 
today was merely to prove the crime; no 
attempt was made to show the connection 
of the witnesses with it.

NEW GOVERNOR GETS $50,000. 


Captain Leary Will Rule Over Guam 
in Becoming Splendor. 

New York, April 11.—It is expected that 
the converted cruiser Yosemite, which is to 
carry the governor general of Guam, Cap- 
tain Richard P. Leary, United States navy, 
and his garrison 
drones, will sail within the next ten days 
by way of the Suez. 

Besides the governor general and his 
official family, the Yosemite will carry a 
garrison of 125 marines under Major A. C. 
Kilton. She will also have a brass band of 
ten men, which is to give concerts in front 
of the governor's palace. 

Governor Leary will rule over 10,000 inhab- 
itants of Guam, which is practically the 
only inhabited island of the Ladrones. Of 
these, 2,000 are foreign, and the others na-

MINISTERS ATTEND MEETING 


Made Strong Talks Against Action Re- 
- garding Holidays, 


VIGOROUS PLEAS FOR OPEN SESSIONS 


Hamilton Douglas Said That Sessiong 
in Past Had Been “Star Cham- 
ber Proceedings Behind Bar- 
ricaded Doors’’—What 
the Board Did. 


The board of education met in open ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock. Those 
present when the meeting was called to or- 
der were: President Hoke Smith, Hamilton 
John 5. 
Judge Bloodworth 


Douglas, Oscar Pappenheimer, 
Parks, L. Z. Rosser, 
and A. C. Turner. 

The matter of marking pupils when ab- 
sent from school on religious holidays was 
reconsidered and referred to a committee 
composed of Messrs. Rosser, Pappenheimer 
and Bloodworth. 

Tihe question of holding open sessions 
came’ up for discussion and was also re- 
ferred to a special committee composed of 
Messrs. Rosser, Parks and Bloodworth. 

Hamilton Douglas was not given recogni- 
tion on either of these two committees. 

The meeting was the first that has been 
open to the public when legislative action 


Was taken in some time, and on account of, 


that fact and the additional one that the 
two subjects that consumed the entire at- 
tention of the board are just at present 
matters of. great local interest, the session 
was more than ordinarily interesting. 
What Was Done at Meeting. 

Promptly at 5 o'clock the:members of the 
board arrived and retired to the committee 
room. There were present in the ante-room 
Bishop Nelson. Rev. Albion W. Knight, 
dean of the Cathedral; Rabbi Marx, of the 
Jewish synagogue, and Father Schadewell, 
pastor of the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception. These gentlemen had come 
with the understanding that the meéting 
was to be thrown open to the public, and 
they waited until the board considered the 
question. -Exactly seven minutes after the 
board met, Major Slaton walked into the 
ante-room and made the announcement that 
the meeting would be open and that the 
board would be glad to have the visitors 
present. 

As soon as the visitors were seated Ham- 
ilton Douglas offered a resolution. It was 
to the effect that the vote by which rule i9 
was amended at the last meeting, marking 
on account of religious tholidays, be recon- 
sidered. Mr. Pappenheimer seconded the 
motion. — 

Mr.. Rosser suggested there were several 
Visitors present who might want to speak 
on the subject, and moved that they be 
extended the privilege. 

Bishop Nelson was the first speaker. He 
said that he deemed it an honor to be al- 
lowed to express this views on so importauit 
a question before the board. He gaid that 
he was not inclined to be rabid on the suob- 
ject of religious privileges, but stated: that 
he did not think it a wise plan to inierfere 
with home privileges. He then went on to 
say that certain days of the calender were 
holy days, or so regarded by certain sects 
and denominations, and that these days 
corresponded in a measure with Sunday, 
Which 
He instanced good Friday as-an example, 
and said that if a difference Was made be- 
tween Sunday and the rest of the week, he 
could see no logical reason why religious 
holidays, which were exceedingly few, 
should be mitigated against.

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issue, and consequently he had not voted, 
He explained the system of marking in the 
public schools at some length. He said ke 
thought the board's action had been un- 
justly judged. It had taken the defensible 
attitude that the child who is absent from 
school on account of providential causes 
must suffer the consequences the same as 
the business man who absents himself fri m 
his work. 

Judge Bloodworth said Rabbi Matx had 
referred to the justice involved in the ques- 
tion. 

“Justice, blind justice, was what attu- 
ated me in voting as I did. There are 10,000 
school children in the city of Atlanta. Of 
this number seven-tenths do not belong to 


denominations that observe holy days other - 


than Sunday. Many want the Bible intro- 
duced in the schools. I am opposed to this. 
I do not believe in, or want to thrust my be- 
lief on any one.’’ 

The motion to reconsider the former ac- 
tion of the board then came up. President 
Smith said that he desired to state ‘that 
he intended voting to reconsider, but that 
he also intended to vote to refer the mat- 
ter to a special committee, 

The motion to reconsider was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Mr. Rosser moved that the question be 
referred to a special committeé with power 
to act. : 

“Technically,” saia@ Mr. Roser, “I have 
no religion, Il am surprised and amazed 
at the stir this question hus created among 
the ministerial profession. When I voted 
on the origina! question 1 did not let religion 
enter into the. question at all. My future 
action, whatever it may be, wiil not be 
controlled by any illogical motives. [ 
voted for what | thought was right ‘and 
just.’”’ 

Mr. Pappenfieimer spoke at some length cn 
the question ef ihe old 
rule in regard to allowing tor the absence 
of a pupil when s.ck, or on account of re- 
ligious holidays. He said he intended to 
introduce a resolution touching on ihis 
phase of the question. 

Mr. Douglass said: “Il met Dr. McRae in 
the street the other day and he spoke to 
me of specific instances where children 
were going to school when they were: sick 
with fever rather than lose the percentage 
from absence.”

Question of Open Sessions. | 

Mr. Douglas then introduced the followfng 
resolution: 

Resolved, that hereafter the meetings 
of this board of education shall be open 
to the public except that the executive 
sessions may at any time be held by 
vote of the majority of the board. 
After the heading of the resolution 

Douglas took the floor in defense of it. 

“This is the first time the citizens of At- 
lanta have had an opportunity of attending 
a meeting oftthe board when legislative 
action was taken. On other occassions 
the meetings have been beh nd barricaded 
doors—star chamber proceedings they were. 
I have written to every city in the United 
States whose population is over 30,000, and I 
find that one and all of them hold open ¢ses- 
sions—the secret session is the exception, 
not the rule.’’ 

At this point Mr. Douglas produced a 
mass of type written letters and started 
to read from them. 

“‘Here is a letter from ——” 

“Time is up,’’ said President Smith 
minutes is the limit.’”’ 

“But, Mr. President I respectfully ask to 
be heard on this question. I[ did not call 
the rules on you,” said Mr. Douglas. 

“Time is up,’’ reiterated President Smith.

At ‘this point Rabbi Marx and Father 
Sshadewell left the room. 

At the new motion the resolution had 
taken, President. Smith recognized Mr. 
Douglas. z= 

“Nobody appreciates the fayor and the 
influence of the press more than our €s- 
temed president. You can't find a city in 
the country that holds star chamber pro- 
ceedings as we do in Atlanta. [ can 
speak now, and I don’t intend to have time 
called on me.”’ 

Then he proceeded to read extracts from 
several letters from presidents of board’s 
of education in other cities, all of which 
appeared in The Constitution of Sunday. 

Mr. Douglas concluded ‘his remarks by 
saying that the meeting was the first that 
had ever been held in public, and it had 
been remarkable for its decorum. He 
also paid a glowing tribute to the power 
and influence of the press. 

Mr. Smith then appointed Messers. Ros- 
ser, Parks, and Bloodworth as a committee 
to take action on the resolution. 

The meeting then adjourned after being 
in session exactly two hours. 

Mr. Smith’s Communication. 

President Smith's communication to 
board was, in full, as foliows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 11, 189.—To the Mem- 
bers of the Board of LEducation, Atlanta, 
Ga. Dear Sirs: Since our last meeting, 
as you ara aware, a number of publica- 
tions have appeared, criticising the way in 
which this board has held its meetings. I 
did not deem it my duty to give any at- 
tention to these criticisms, unti! I saw 
published an extract from the remarks of 
Dr. G. G. Roy, a member of the city coun- 
cil, which I felt required an explanation. 
The following correspondence has taken 
place between Dr. Roy and myself upon 
this subject, which 1 desire to place before 
you: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 4; 1899.—Dr. G. G. 
Roy, Atlanta, Ga. Dezr Sir: In the pro- 
ceedure of the city council of yesterday, 
as reported in this morning’s Constitution, 
I find the following language attributed to 
yourself: ‘I am more in favor of it than 
ever since a man against whose wife and 
child the board of education had made 
charges in secret session cam: to my of- 
fice this morning, and told me he had no 
chance to defend his family before the 
board. This is only one instance where 
the secret session works harm.’ 1 scarce- 
ly think it possiblé that this report quotes 
you correctly, but if it does, I Gesire that 
you give ‘ne the names of the man to 
whom you referred, that I may, as prest- 
dent of the board of’ education, be able 
to answer intelligently the charge which 
vou have brought against us. Very re- 
spectfully yours. 
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“Atlanta, Ga., April 4, 1899.—Hon Hoke 
Smith, President Board of Education, At- 
lania,, Ga. Dear Sir: Your favor just to 
hend and contents noted. The quotations 
from my remarks in council yesterday af- 
ternoon. are, in substance, correct. Mr. 

called on me with a grievance against 
the board of education, which he wanted 
to bring before the council. This I declined 
to do, and referred him to Councilman 
John §. Parks, chairman committee on 
schools. His grievance was this—that his 
daughter had beemu suspended from the 
schools, on a charge of immoral conduct, 
which he claims cannot be sustained, and 
that he failed to get an opportunity to dis- 
prove the charge before the board. He 
seemed to be suffering from an indignant 
Sting, the result of which he claims as 
the treatment from the board. There is 
always, I know, two sides to every ques- 
tion, but if a party under such circum- 
stances wants a publhic vindication or 
condemnation (provided the matter cannot 
otherwise be settled) he is entitled to it. 

I would say that I favored the postpone- 
ment of Alderman Mitchell’s ordinance, 
thinking it proper that a committee of

“A suspicion on the part of any of our 
citizens that this board ever investigated 
charges against children without giving 
the parents the fullest opportunity to be 
heard an@ to be present during the investi- 
gation is without foundation. 

“Ags you are well aware, a great deal of 
time has been given, both at meetings of 
committees and at sessions of this board 
hearing charges involving teachers and 
scholars. On all occasions we have not 
only heard parents fully, but we have also 
given teachers. .an opportunity to be pres- 
ent and give such explanations as they 
deem proper. 

“The policy of the board in preserving 
inviolate such matters, I believe has been 
wise and beneficial to the schools. 

“The character of a child might be in- 
jured seriously by making public some 
youthful indiscretion. The influence of 
teachers would be weakened in the control 
of schoolrooms if even the fact that their 
conduct had been questioned were com- 
municated to their classes. 

“The board has discussed with perfect 
freedom the proficiency of teachers, and I 
feel sure that the thoughtful public will 
realize that we have been wise in giving 
an opportunity for the freedom of con- 
sideration which could only be had with 
closed doors. There has never been any 
effort by this board to prevent the public 
from having the fullest knowledge of the 
action of the board and of its individual 
members as to matters pertaining to the 
general management of the schools. 

“The resolution passed in July, 1897, by 
which it was directed that the meetings of 
the board should take place in private also 
required the secretary of . the board to 
furnish for publication the proceedings of 
the board, leaving him to retain from the 
reporters only such matters as he deemed 
necessarily private. 

“Only on one occasion was a motion made 
to open the doors of the board in the dis- 
cussion of a purely public matter. That 
motion had reference to the action of the 
board last summer in the selection of the 
text books to be used in the schools. The 
motion passed unanimously, and patrons of 
the school and publishers of books were 
given the freest admission. 

“There has been no objection to open 
coors when the board was to consider 
changes of rules, expenditure of money and 
other similar questions. The objection to 
the open-door movtment heretofore pro- 
posed has been that private matters would 
be reached and made public by the very 
fact that the board in public was com- 
pelled to cetermine the necessity for further 
private actions. 

“If it had been proposed that the board 
should first in executive session classify 
the Work to be done into public and pri- 
vate business, I do not believe any oppo- 
sition would have arisen to public meet- 
ings for the work so first determined in 
private to be appropriate for public con- 
sideration. 

“Under these circumstances I feel justi- 
fied in saying that the clamor which has 
been raised has been entirely without 
foundation, and were-I disposed to 
suspicious, I might feel that it was done 
for some cause other than for the good 
of the schools.

CAMBON ACTED FOR SPAIN 


Treaties Ratified by the Two Countries 
Are Bound in Morocco, 


BELLAMY STORER MINISTER TO SPAIN

The Effect of the Action Taken Yes- 
terday Is To Restore Trade, Com- 
mercial and Diplomatic Re- 
lations Between the 
Two Countries. 


Washington, April 11.—The condition of 
war which has existcd between the United 
States and Spain since April 21, 1838, ter- 
minaied today when the last formalties in 
the restoration of peace were performed vy 
the exchange of ratifications of the peace 
treaty. 

Coincident with this,. President McKinley 
issued his proclamation declaring that the 
War Was at an end, and the appointment of 
Bellamy Storer was determined upon as 
United States minister to Spain. 

The principal cérerony of the day oc- 
curred in the reception room at the white 
house when the exchange of ratifications 
took place at 3 o'clock. In anticipation of 
the historic charactcr of the event, many 
members in the cabinet and officials promi- 
nent in the administration gathered at the 
white house. 

Shortly vefere 3 o'clock the French am- 
bassador, M. Cairnbon, arrived in.company 
with M. Thi_baut, first secretary of the 
embassy, the latter bearing the Spanish 
copy of the peace treaty. 

Mr. McKinley cordially greeted the am- 
bassador, and after a brief exchange of 
well wishes, the formal ceremony began. 

The powers of MM. Cambon and Secretary 
Hay were examined, a protocol: concerning 
th: day’s ceremony signed and other for- 
malities concluded. These preliminaries 
tock some time, so that it Was nearly 3:30 
o'clock before the actual exchange began. 

Hay Signs for United States. 

The signing of the protocol of exchange 
occurred at 3:28 p. m., Ambassador Cam- 
bon signing for Spain and Secretary Hay 
for the United States. The protocol was in 
French and brié¢fly recited 
stances leading up to the «xchange. 
cleared the way for the exchange 
constituting the final act, 

The president took from the desk the 
American copy of the treaty, handsomely 
engrossed, pound in dark blue morocco 
and encased in a black morocco portfolio, 
and handed it to M. Cambon. ._At the same 
time Mr. Cambon handed to the president 
the Spanish copy of the treaty, also en- 
grossed, bound in morocco and encased in 
a maroon-colored morocco box.

The exchange of ratifications occurred 
at 3:35 p. m. The president was the first 
to speak, 

“Mr. Ambassador,” said he, ‘‘I will issue 
my proclamation at once.” 

M. Cambon thanked the president for 
the promptness with which the proclama- 
tion followed. This ended the formal cere- 
mony, and after brief felicitations, the am- 
bassador and other officials withdrew, 

The effect of the action taken today is 
to completely renew peace relations, trade, 
official, diplomatic, consular and in all 
other ways, between this country 
Spain, 

Following the appointment of a United 
States minister to Madrid and a Spanish 
minister to Washington, it is expected that 
consuls will be sent to Barcelona and other 
places in Spain, where our consular repre- 
sentations were suspend*:d by the war. At 
the same time Spanish consuls will be 
appointed throughout: this country. For 
a time the trade and navigation between 
the two countries will proceed without 
treaty proecion, as he war put an end to

It is assumed here that the Duc d’Arcos,

Bellamy Storer is fifty-two years of age, 
having been born in Cincinnati in 1847. He

tered public life 4s a member of the fifty- 
second congress from the first Ohio dis- 
trict, gave his time to the pursuit of his 
profession.

ARMY WILL GO ON PEACE BASIS. 


Four Volunteer Generais Are 
To Be Mustered Out. 

Washington, April 11.—An order has been 
prepared at the war department for a re- 
organization of the army on a peace basis 
and it probably will be issued tomorrow. 
Most of the general officers of the volunteer 
establishment will be mustered out and rad- 
ical changes made in the staff departments 
of the same, including the discharge gt 
about sixty paymasters. : 

With the exceptions of Generals Otis, 
Shafter, Lawson and MacArthur, all the 
volunteer major generals will be discharged, 
including Generals Wade, Wilson, Lee, 
Wheeler, Bates, Young, Chaffee, Anderson, 
Sumner, Ludlow, Henry and Wood. Of the 
above list all but Generals Wilson, Lee and 
Wiheeler hold commissions of a lower grade 
in the regular army and consequently will 
not necessarily have their 
present commands. 

Lnder its reorganization the army is en- 
titled to two additional major generals 
and General Otis and General Shafter have 
been chosen for these appointments.

Rome, Apr.! 1l.—The pope today received 
the members of the sacred college who con- 
gratulated the pontiff on his restoration to 
health.

MEMBERS GIVE THEIR VIEWS 


Governor Sends Out Note of Inquiry 
to Which Answers Are Made. 


PEOPLE ARE OPPOSED T@ CONVENTION 


Letters to the Governor Indicate That 
the Voters Are Against Holding 
the Proposed Convention. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 11.—(Special.)— 
Telegrams received at the governor's office 
today indicate that a majority of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly will advise the 
executive to reassemble the legislature and 
give them an opportunity to repeal the 
bill providing for the’ holding of a con- 
stitutional convention. The telegrams re- 
ferrad to are in. answer to the circular let- 
ter addressed by the governor on yesterday 
to each of the members of the legislature, 
requesting their opinion and advise as to 
calling the legislative body to assemble 
again. 

The following is a summary of replies 
received by the governor from members 
of the general assembly in regard to the 
special session: 

Senator Brown, of Cullman, writes that 
not half the democrats of Cullman will 
vote for the convention. He favors the re- 
peal of the bill. 

Senator Grant says nearly all the demo- 
crats of Clarke are against the convention. 
He favors a repeal of the bill. 

Senator Lyons, of Mobile, who voted for 
the bill, favors its repeal. 

Senator Lee, of Escambia, who voted for 
the bill, says it begins to look as if it 
would be defeated at the election. He is 
in doubt as to its repeal, 

Senator Thompson, who voted for it, is 
Opposed to repeal, 

Representative Smith, of Escambia, will 
vote for repeal. 

Godbold, who voted for the bill, is against 
repeal, 

Bulger, who was against 
against a repeal. 

Heflin, of Randolph, is against repeal. 

Moody, of Jackson, favors a repeal. 

Rogers, who voted for convention, is 
against repeal. 

Delchamps, who voted for the bill, says 
there is an almost unanimous opposition 
among white democrats of Mobile to the 
convention and favors amendments. 

Harris, of Lee, who voted for the Dill, 
is in favor of repeal. 

McGuire, of Russell, who voted for the 
bill, is in favor of repeal. 

Hood, who voted for, is in favor of re- 
peal, 

Advice from Madison is that Mr: Lisle, 
who voted for the bill, favors repéal. 

Mr. Wallace. Who voted for the Dill, says 
he will vote for repeal if so instructed by 
his constituents.

I admit 
that taking the incomplete sentence it is 
susceptible of that. construction, and that 

1, it Was language he cou.d just- 
ly take offense at, while he would not have 
taken Offense if he had. heard the completed 
sentence. I disclaim any intention to Te- 
filect on Mr. Sparks’s integrity. 
It was not my intention at the time. I 
make this statement in justice to myseif 
and to Mr, Sparks, believing, as I 
every reason to believe, he means to take 
it in the same spirit. 

Mr. Sparks followed Mr. Erwin, saying: 

“Under the circumstances I must with- 
draw every remark I have made that may 
have been offensive to Mr, Erwin, and I 
must say that I regret that this thing has 
occurred.”’ 

In brie?, the eccurrence of yesterday was 
as follows: 

Mr. Erwin began to interrogate Mr. 
Sparks as to the methods of his manage- 
ment of the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad with special reference to the prac- 
tice of cutting rates. In the course of the 
interrogation Mr. Erwin said: 

“You are not like the little boy who was 
told to get money if he could honestly, 
but—’’. 

The question had only proceeded that far 
when Mr. Sparks flashed: back that he 
would not permit Mr. Erwin to address 
him in any such fashion. Mr. Erwin under- 
took to change the form of the qtestion 
and disclaimed any intention to offend. Mr. 
Sparks said that he would answer no more 
questions put by Mr. Erwin, and further 
said: 

‘Y don’t consider you a gentleman.” 

The master called for order and informed 
Mr. Sparks that the question as put by 
Mr. BPrwin was 4 legal one, and stated it 
himself, Mr. Erwin taking his seat. Mn 
Sparks answered the master. 

The taking of testimony in the case of 
the Macon Sash, Door and Lumber Com- 
pany vs. the Southern Railway Company 
was resumed this morning before Master 
Ross in the chambers of the United States 
court. Mr. Stratton, who was on the stand 
yesterday when the case was adjourned, 
Was put up-again this morning. 

Soon after the session began the doors 
were locked and no one excepting the at- 
torneys interested in the case and news- 
paper men ‘were allowed to enter. 

Mr. Stratton testified in regard to the 
discrimination in freight rates and cited 
many instances in which rates from other 
cities on brick were lower than the rates 
accorded Macon by the railroads. Mr. 
Stratton’s testimony occupied nearly two 
hours. 

Mr. Snowden was the next witness call- 
ed. Mr. Snowden’s testimony was lengthy, 
but he exposed how Macon was treated by 
the railroads in regard to rates and show- 
ed that Athens, Attanta, Rome, Elberton 
and other places had cheaper rates on cot- 
ton than Macon. Mr. Snowden stated that 
the Macon cotton buyers were placed at a 
disadvantage, as they were unable to com- 
pete with other cities in buying cotton, 
and this was one of the reasons why Ma- 
con's cotton receipts were so low.

Rome, Ga., April 11.—(Spectal.)—The mo- 
tion for a new trial in the case of W. M. 
Bridges, convicted of embezzlement for a 
second time last January, was completed 
late this afternoon. 

Judge Henry overruled the motion and 
sentenced Bridges to four years in the pen- 
itentiary. The bond was fixed at $3,000 and 
pending its execution Bridges occupies 
a cell in the county jail. 

The motion for a new trial has occupied 
the better part of two days and every inch 
of the way has been contested. The evi- 
dence is exceedingly voluminous and it re- 
quired time to go through it. The over- 
ruling of the motion was expected and now 
the case goes to the supreme court for a 
second time. 

Bridges was sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary in the previous trial, but 
secured a new trial on technicalities. 

When the last jury made its verdict it 
recommended that Bridges be punished for 
a misdemeanor. Many thought he would 
be fined, but the recommendation was en- 
tirely optional with the judge. 

Relatives have gone to the country now to 
secure the new bond. No trouble in getting 
it signed is anticipated and Bridges will 
probably be released from custody tomor- 
row. 


STOCK COMPANY HAS HARD TIMB 


Proprietor Is Jailed and Two Members 
Have a Fight. 


Macon, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—John 
Dohm, the proprietor of the Peters and 
Walters Comedy Company, which is play- 
ing for three days in Macon this week at 
the Academy of Music, was arrested this 
evening at o'clock in his room at the 
Park hotel by Deputy Sheriff Amerson and 
placed in jail on a warrant taken in the 
city court before Judge Nottingham. 

The warrant was sworn out by Jake Mat- 
thewson and William Sullivan, members of 
the company. Dohm was unable to give 
bond tonight, but it is thougfht he can easily 
arrange bond tomorrow. It is said that the 
reason Matthewson and Sullivan had Dohm 
arrested is that he was due them money, 
and they took this means to try and force. 
him to pay them. It is claimed that Dohm 
is able to pay them and intended doing so, 
but fhe thougut they were trying to play a 
bluff game and he did not propose to be 
forced. 

Matthewson and Sullivan say they intend 
to push the prosecution of Dohm. One of 
the members of the company declared to- 
night that while Dohm has not been suc- 
cessful with the company on the road so far 
this season, he has to his credit $5,000 in a 
bank in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Despite the arrest and imprisonment of 
Dohm, the company played at the Academy 
of Music tonight and expect to perform to- 
morrow. Dohm has other troubles beside 
being arrested. This afternoon some narty 
or parties stole his gold watch and five or 
six dollars out of his pocket. City Detective 
A. D. Clarke arrested R. L. Leatherwood 
on suspicion of the theft and locked him up 
in the barracks. Leatherwood asserts his 
innocence. Leatherwood has been a mem- 
ber of the Peters & Walters Company until 
recently, when he was discharged. Two 
other parties are also suspected of being 
implicated in the theft, one of them a citi- 
zen of Macon and the other an ex-actor. 
Leatherwood was arrested at the Park 
hotel,

THE CANNON TRIAL 
WILL BEGIN TODAY 


Dalton Excited Ove? the Outceme of the 
Case. 


PROMINENT PEOPLE INVOLVED 
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The Charge Is Assault with Intent To 
Murder. 


WILL BE A SHARP LEGAL BATTLE. 


Trouble Which Causes Trial Grew Out 
of the Prosecution of the Bo- 
hannon Gang. 


Dalton, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—The Can- 
non trial, which-oceurs before Judge Fite 
tomorrow morning, is all the talk here 
today and there is no little excitement. 
Cannon is one of the wealthiest as well 
as one of the most prominent citizens of 
Dalton and the progress of the trial will 
be watched with-unatated interest. 

The trial promises to result in a sharply 
contested legal fight. The Cannons were 
indicted “by the grand jury last week and 
are under bond, They will be represented 
by Attorneys R. J. and J. McCamy. 

The charge is assault with intent to mur- 
der and is the result of the duel which grew 
out of the prosecution of the Bohannon 
Bang, 

Mac Cannon and Tapp are rival 
chants and have been strong competitors 
in business for a number of years. Their 
stores are On opposite sides of the street 
and only about half a block apart, 

Mr. Tapp was a member of the grand jury 
which indicted Walter Bohannon and the 
members of his gang for robbing the 
Scuthern railway freight cars, and which 
also indicted’ Cannon and other merchants 
and business men of Dalton for receiving 
stolen goods 

It was but natural that hard feelings 
should result between Tapp and Cannon. 

Although they frequently met each other 
on the streets of the city, no collision oc- 
curred, and so far.as the general public 
could see, there was no prospect of one. 
But about the holidays last year Tapp pub- 
lished in one of the Dalton weekly papers 
a copy ot a letter addressed to H. B. Claf- 
lin Company, of New York. This letter, 
which was signed by Mac Cannon, informed 
the Claflin Company that Tapp was about 
to fail and suggested that the company 
ought to look after its bill against Tapp 
or they might lose the amount. 

As is customary with many firms, this 
letter was-sent by Claflin to Tapp, who 
published it. There was little or no com- 
ment by Tapp on the letter. A day or two 
after the publication Tapp and Cannon met 
on the street and a duel followed. Beth 
men were armed with pistols and each 
emptied his revolver. In all, ten or twelve 
shots were fired, but neither was hit. 

Then followed the indictment of Cannon 
by the grand jury for assault with intent 
to murder. 

Cannon is probably the wealthiest mer- 
chant in Dalton. It is estimated that he 
Walter Bohannon 
testified that he had sold stolen goods to 
Cannon at different times and hadrreceived 
money in payment therefor. The jury evi- 
dently believed that Cannon knew the goods 
were stolen, for it found him guilty. Can- 
non's trial was in some respects the most 
sensational of all the cases.

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An Apclogy for Youthful Reporters. 
Our sedate and serious readers need 
not be disturbed by the babbling about 
spring in our local columns. A news 
paper of metropolitan proportions finds 
itself better served when its reporters 
are young men. The advantage they 
possess is that they are nimblier on their 
legs than ‘older men. When the la- 
mented Henry Grady was publishing 
The Atlanta Herald, in.the days before 
he had come to his own in the matter 
of reputation and achievement, he in- 
sisted that his paper had the finest re- 
porter in the United States. On one 
occasion some of Mr. Grady’s friends 
disputed his statement. They insisted 
that this champion reporter had no abil- 
ity whatever as a writer, being, in fact, 
somewhat below the ‘average so far as 
mental equipment was concerned. 

The fact came out later that the power 
of the reporter layin his legs. He could 
walk further and faster than any man 
in town, and he was emploved by Mr. 
Grady for the same reason that Mr. 
Dana, of The New York Sun, employed 
Weston, the pedestrian. as a reporter. 

Now the young man who has talented 
legs, a nimble fancy and facility in 
writing good English is a treasure, and 
The Constitution is blessed with a num- 
ber of these treasures, But a young 
man in the full possession of these gifts 
is more than apt to get out of his depths, 
Just as Colonel! Adair’s gardener did when 


he attempted to plant early corn the 
other day. Thus the little talk about 
spring in yesterday’s paper was not 


written out of abundant experience, but 
Was dictated by that youthful fancy 
which imagines it smells the jessamy 
flowers because the sun shines. 
Nevertheless, within certain well-de- 
fined limitations, great latitude must be 
freely allowed to youth. We who sit 
and shiver on this page can only smile 
grimly and button our overcoats more 
closely when one of the voung men ca- 
pers into another page and gayly an- 
nounces the advent of spring. Folly is 
not at the root of it, nor the actual lack 
of apprehension; it is simply the bub- 
bling over of an easily excited fancy. We 
who are older can make ourselves fairly 
content with the cold winds and reason 
truthfully that when summer comes we 
shall never miss spring. We are not 
deceived by the sprouting of vegetation. 
The trees and the bushes and all things 
that love the sun and are anxious to 
salute him have a tendency to put forth 
at a certain time of the year, and the 
tendency is altogether independent of 
spring. Let a thaw come in the coldest 
March, and you will perceive the buds 


begin to swell, although there is no in-. 


vitation in the air. | 

* Jt is true enough that Colonel Adair 
and other farmers in West End have be- 
gun their gardening operations. They, 
like the trees, feel the instinct for gar- 
dening as soon as March arrives, no mat- 
ter how cold the winds or how heavy 
the rains..

The Copyright Question. 
Mr. Alfred Austin wants Colonel Hay, 
as a literary man, to do something for 
English authors—in ‘the way of a bet- 


ter copyrignt law, we suppose, There 
is something unspeakably sad in the 
English poet’s suggestion, almost as 


sad as the belief among certain |jiterary 
men in New York that our revised copy- 
right laws have in some way benefited 
American authors. 

We have, indeed, benefited English and 
foreign authors by enabling them to ob- 
tain copyright for their books here, pro- 
vied they are printed from American 
made plates. Our laws were revised 
in the interest of American publishers 
and stereotypers, and incidentally, Eng- 
lish and foreign authors. 

The English laws have not been 
changed at all. American authors al- 
wavs could get English copyright if thev 
“knew the ropes,” and they can still get 
it by expressing a dozen copies of their 
works for sale in London, and by. pre- 
senting one copy to each of the six unt- 
versities. 

The only change that hag been made 
in the law is to prevent pirates from 
reprinting here English books that have 
been written since: the law was revised. 
That is a very desirable change, but 
there is no reason why American au- 
thors should deceive themselves about 
their own interests in England. These

We Are Friends Once More. 

The exchange of the ratification of 
peace between President McKinley and 
Ambassador Cambon yesterday finally 
restores peace between Spain and the 
United States. 

Although the United States has profit- 
ed somewhat by the war which has just 
been closed, there is neither elation over 
our fallen foe, nor desire to continue the 
memory of a conflict upon which our 
government so reluctantly entered. Per- 
haps in the whole history of time there 
Was never waged a war so peculiar in 
its surroundings. On our part, there 
was neither desire for war to begin 
with nor for conquest as one of its re- 
sults. A third party was engaged in 
a death struggle. Purely in a gpirit of 
humanity we demanded that these peo- 
ple should be free from a clutch, the 
tightness of which was best illustrated 
bv the determination of the victims to 
die rather than surrender. The opposing 
nation was one which the people of the 
United States have held in traditional 
esteem. Our hearts, our homes, were 
ever opened to the Spaniard who trav- 
eled through our country, or who sought 
to make of it his home. Even after the 
war was opened and while, our mep 
were standing in front of armed lines of 
Spaniards, the most perfect friendship 
existed for such people of that nation 
as happened to be in our midst. Cer- 
vera could not have been treated witb 
more heartfelt courtesy if he had enter- 
ed the city of Madrid as a conqueror 
than he received in the United States 
as a prisoner of war. A conflict, there- 
fore, waged for principle, into whicb 
there entered neither narrowness of de- 
sign nor bitterness of soul has happily 
been concluded, and we can now resume 
that peaceful relation which even the 
cannonadinge of Santiago did not sup- 
press. 

Sut a few days more and the normal 
trend of affairs will carry no impression 
of any previous conflict, and the Spaniard 
who discovered America and the Ameri- 
can who built it up can clasp hands and 
thank God that no ignoble spirit can 
mar the relations between the two. 


The Duty of Augusta. 

The Constitution is not fully advised 
as to the local conditions which necessi- 
tated the retirement of Major J. C. C. 
Black from the race for the mayoralty of 
Augusta. 

Whatever his reason may be, or what- 
ever course his successful competitor 
may adopt, Augusta is to be congratulat- 
ed upon the fact that the present contest 
is to be decided by a primary of white 
men. So far, the city has made prog- 
ress. It may be that in the arrange- 
ments for this primary one party or the 
other has gained undue advantage; but 
whatever the cause may be, the great 
point has been gained that future con- 
tests must be settled between the white 
men of the city. -As for the details nec- 
essary to thoroughly eliminate doubt- 
ful or purchaseable elements, we can 
leave them to the future for rectification. 

The people of iAugusta have thor-

| oughly learned one lesson during the 
past few years, and that is that public 
and private safety, the peace of the home 
and commercial prosperity depend whol- 
ly upon the predominance of intelligence 
and virtue. The determination, there- 
fore, to rule out the purchaseable vote, 
to compel those seeking public office 
to be able to command the suffrage of 
the best and the wisest people in the 
city, must lead to such results as will 
make the people wonder why they ever 
submitted to some of the excesses of the 
past. # 

Therefore, while we have nothing to 
say as between Messrs. Black and 
Robbe; we have to congratulate the peo- 
ple of Augusta that they have taken the 
first necessary.step out of turmoil and 
disorder which must lead them finally to 
that condition where it will be an honor 
for a public man to be selected for office 
by those who are charged with the duty.

The Silver Ratio Again. 

It is amusing to observe the wriggling 
conduct of the opponents of the free 
coinage of silver. 

At one time they will not look at silver 
under any condition, since nothing but 
gold will satisfy their super-sensitive 
sense of financial integrity. Then again 
thev will go off wandering into strange 
fields and indicating that they are now 
quite satisfied with the condition in 
which they find themselves. 

The St. Louis convention, for instance, 
left the gap open to introduce free coin- 
age by international agreement, During 
the campaign the gold standard was 
boldly preached. Then the Wolcott 
commission was gent abroad as a kind 
of delaying expedient to discover what 
wise men across the water thought of 
the matter. The commission returned 
disheartened, and once more there was 
a big gulp of gold cure until it almost 
appeared as if the republican party was 
permanently committed to that. policy. 

Right at this moment comes the inter- 
esting announcement from England that 


the American cabinet is not averse [to 
a discussion of ratio. It seems that 
prominent bankers in England had 


talked over the matter during some tea 
party with Colonel Hay, then ambassa- 
dor to London. It was suggested to 
Lord Aldenham ¢hat the Indian mints 
had better be opened at a ratio of 22 to 
1, because of the possibility he is quoted 
as saving, “of the American government 
taking the bit in its mouth and re-enact- 
ing the old ratio.”’ Since Celonel Hay’s re- 
turn to the United States he has given 
Lord Aldenham an intimation that our 
fepublican cabinet is not averse to a 
discussion of the matter. 

Of course, very little importance is to 
be attached.to what a republican admin- 
istration proposes to do about the re- 
establishment of bimetallism. The im- 
portant deduction is that the people have 
kept the question alive in spite of the 
lukewarmness of the administration, 
and the fear expressed by Lord Alden- 
ham that they will take the bit in their 
mouth furnishes the controlling motive 
of any sop which the gold men may 
throw over to them. 

The pity of this whole business is that 
our government, which now talks so 
much about its leadership in the world, 
should be content to be led in its finan- 
cial policy by a rival nation, which is 
seeking its own good alone. Republic- 
an policy places us in the position of 
mere camp followerg of Great Britain, 
While democratic policy would compel 
Great Britain to follow our camp in- 
stead. 

If we want to lead in foreign affairs, 
we must first learn to lead in those 
which are domestic. 


Governor Johnston’s Action. 
Governor Johnston, of Alabama. is to 


‘be congratulated for the work which he 
is now doing in trying to secure demo- 


cratic harmony as the main result of 
his administration. 
The calling of a constitutional con- 


vention for the state of Alabama seems 
to have stirred up a great deal of divi- 
sion, into the causes or extent of which 
we have not inquired; but the fact seems 
to be prominent that the democratic 
leaders are divided as to the conditions 
precedent to the meeting of such a con- 
vention. A recent gathering of 
the party, declaring advocacy of a con- 
vention to be democratic duty, does not 
seem to have thoroughly cleared the at- 
mosphere. In this emergency Governor 
Johnston is seeking the advice of the 
democracy of the state. If democratic 
opposition to the calling of a state con- 
vention is so pronounced as to endanger 
party success, or to lead to vexatious 
rivalry in the future, he will be justified 
in calling together the state legislature 
to assume the responsibiity of directing 
what should be done. 

The democrats of Alabama will, un- 
doubtedly, accept the suggestion of their 
governor in good faith, and give him, 
each one from hig own standpoint, that 
information which will best enable him 
to perform the duty which he owes to 
the people of his state. There are se- 
rious questions of domestic concern in 
every southern state. It is impor- 
tant that a united and a militant demo- 
cratic party should stand in the field to 
secure the reforms which are necessary 
for future harmony and prosperity. 

The issues come too close to the home 
for any decided risk of opinion to exist 
between white neighbors whose causes 
are the same. Therefore the thought- 
fulness of Governor Johnston in seeking 
to bring about this unanimity is well 
worthy of commendation.

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When the Nicaragua Canal Is Opened. 
From Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly. 

In spite of the impetus recently given to 
geographical study, it is probable that ten 
out of twelve well-read persons will esti- 
mate the distance between Liverpool and 
San Francisco, via Cape Horn, to be at 
least one thousand miles longer than from 
New York to the same port of the Golden 
Gate; but it is actually one hundred and 
fifty miles shorter!—the two routes being 
respectively 14,690 and -14,840 miles long. The 
greatest surprise, however, is to find that 
New Orleans is further away than either 
of the two other cities, being 15,052 miles 
from San Francisco. When the Nicaragua 
canal is opened this southern city will be 
only 4,047 miles from her western sister; New 
York will be distant 4,946 miles; and Liver- 
pool 7,694 miles. The economy would pay 
for the canal twice over in a short time, 
to say nothing of the advantage to com- 


merce of reaching markets hitherto inac- 
cessible. 


OLD TIMES IN TROUP 
RECALLED BY A LETTER 


Colonel Robert F, Maddox hag received a 
cordial letter from this old friend, Mr. J. R. 
MecGahan, of Charleston, 8S. C., inviting him 
to stop with his family when he attends the 
confederate reunion in the historic city by 
the sea. 

The colonel promptly. accepted the invi- 
tation, and is looking forward to his visit 
as one of the most pleasant of his expe- 
riences. 

Mr. McGahan-is one of the most promi- 
nent business men in South Carolina. He is 
a successful wholesale dry goods merchant, 
and is president of the board of trade, a 
position which he has held for many years. 


The colonel is always an interesting talk-- 


er, and he was at his best, tht other day, 
when he spoke of McGahan’s letter. 

‘You don’t know,” he eaid, “how it af- 
fected me. It recalled so much half-forgot- 
ten history, so many reminiscences of the 
good old days when McGahan and I were 
boys together. 

“You see we were brought up among the 
old red hills of Troup, one of the finest 
counties in the south: It was in this fair 
and favored region that the morning of 
life dawned upon us; and it was there that 
we grew to manhood, and equipped our- 
selves for the trials and struggles of after 
years. 

“IT was brought up on a farm, and Mc- 
Gahan clerked in a store in my neighbor- 
hood. We were warm friends; married 
about the same time, and spent our honey- 
moon together at the Trout house in At- 
lanta, one of the best hotels in Georgia at 
that time. You remember it—Stephen A. 
Douglas, Jefferson Davis and other great 
men stopped there, and spoke to the assem- 
bled crowds from the balcony. 


“IT want to talk over old times with my 
friend. We had to make our own way in 
the world, and we have no cause to com- 
plain. Our moderate aspirations in life 
have been abundantly realized, and we have 
good reason to be thankful to the Great 
Ruler who orders and shapes the destinies 
of all. wf 

‘‘MeGahan’s memory, like my own, holds 
fast to. the incidents of those early years. 
I will give you a little instance: About 
the time of the last blast of the stage- 
driver’s bugle, long before the days of rail- 
roads and telegraph, there was a Methodist 
female college in LaGrange conducted py 
the Montgomerys, and a Baptist Female 
college presided over by the Bacunas. 1 had 
a gister attending the Methodist college, 
and one day when I drove into town to 
attend the commencement exercises of the 
institution, and seeamysister who boarded 
there, IL stopped at th siore Where Mc- 
Gahan was clerking, and tol wWhiere l 
Was going, at the same time asking for 
ten cents’ worth of fine tobacco. He re- 
membered it to this day, and with great 
Gice tells a goud one on me. He brought 
the tobacco out to my buggy, and 1 asked 
him what Kind of tobacco it was. He re- 
plied that it was the 40-cent kind, and Il 
told him that 1 wanted 5U-cent tobacco. 
Going into the store he soon returned with 
What 1 supposed was the right article. It 
Was perfectly satisfactory, but McGahan 
s00n let it out among the boys that he had 
svld me for W cents the same 4-cent piece 
which | had at first rejected. Of course 
he told me about it later and made it all 
right. | merely mention this little joke be- 
cause it is somewhat remarkable that such 
an incident, occurring about a half century 
ago, should be 60 clearly remembered by 
us, after so many exciting, serious and‘im- 
portant experiences in our Dusy lives.

“QOQur commencements at LaGrange were 
notable events. At that time the town was 
a center of wealth and culture. Great ri- 
Valry existed between the two colleges, 
and the graduating classes were addressed 
by some of the most distinguished men in 
the country, who drew crowds to hear them 
from a long distance. 

‘“‘We had opportunities of ‘hearing such 
famous men as J. McPherson Berrien, John 
E. Ward, Walter T. Colquitt, Henry W. 
Hilliard and others. This was the period 
when such Georgians as Josepn E. Brown, 
Andrew J. Miller, David J. Bailey, Augus- 
tus H. Kenan, W. T. Wofford, Thomas C. 
Howard, Charles J. Jenkins, Aleck and Lin- 
ton Stephens, Hiram Warner, Herschell V. 
Johnson, Henry R. JackKson and Robert 
Toombs, were just coming to the front, or 
had won their first successes in public life 
only a few years before. 

‘‘Those were better times, I think, than 
we have in this generation. The wealthy 
planters of south Georgia and south Ala- 
bama sent their daughters’to LaGrange to 
these colleges. They traveled in their fam- 


ily carriages, drawn by mules, 200 or 300 
miles, and young ladies came from Ran- 


dolph county, 
in Alabama, 


in Georgia, Marion county, 
and many of the lower coun- 


ties in those states to be educated at one or | 


the other of the two colleges. 

“The planters and their, families of- that 
era enjoyed wealth, leisure and culture. 
They were noted for their refinement, hos- 
pitality and high sense of honor. From 
their ranks came a class of public men 
whose stainless records and famous names 
should be memories of all who feel an in- 
terest in the history of this grand old com- 
monwealth. 

‘‘LaGrange then had many beautiful res- 
idences. It was, and is today, a very at- 
tractive place. There were great men and 
noted families there, and you will readily 
think of Judge O. A. Bull, Judge Edward 
Young Hill, Hon. John L. Stephens, a 
half brother of Aleck, Judge B, H. Bighour, 
Baldwin Pryor, Bloynt Ferrill, the Rid- 
leys, Benjamin H. Hill and | could name 
several more.”’ 

At this point the writer asked a question 
about two or three of. the eloquent orators 
of the ‘forties and early ‘fifties. 

‘IT haven't time now to describe them,” 
suid the colonel. ‘“‘McPherson Berrien im- 
pressed me. He was a very prominent fig- 
ure in our history, a colonel in the war 
of 1812, a United States senator and attor- 
ney general in Jackson’s cabinet. He was 
a superb lawyer, a polished gentleman and 
a scholar, tall, stately and fine-looking. 
John E, Ward, of Savannah, also impressed 
me. He made quite a reputation as min- 
ister to China before the civil war. 

“You asked about Ben Hill. He leaped 
into success atid prominence very early at 
the bar and in politics. Nothing could keep 
him down. From the very first he proved 
himself a man of gigantic intellect and 
matchless eloquence. 

“But I want to tell you about John B. 
Gordon's first speech in LaGrange, a few 
years before the war. He was invited by 
the Bacons to address their graduating 
class at commencement, and the bystand- 
ers around the hotel shook their heads 
when they saw a mere stripling with a 
boyish face. They expressed the opinion 
that a mistake had been made in select- 
ing him, but they were agreeably surprised. 
The young orator’s speech electrified the 
vast audience and, what was better still, it 
won him the charming and noble wife who 
is so generally admired and loved.” 

The colonel was then called away, and 
his bright reminiscent ‘talk was ended, for 
that day at least. When he and his geod 
friend McGahan get together, under the 
latter’s family rooftree in Charleston, it 
goes without saying that they will revive 
the memories of “Auld Lang Syne,” and 
tell many jolly,stories of a half century 
ago that would make capital ‘reading for 
the old-timers, and the younger generation 
also.

COL. W.A. HEMPHILL WRITES HIS — 
VIEWS OF SANTIAGO AND CIENFUEGOS 


Sugar Raising in the Island, Its Forts, Its Bandits, the Bat- 
tlefields and Hobson’s Celly with the Destroyed — 
Spanish Fleet Are Interestingly Described. 


Cienfuegos, Cuba, April 6.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—We left Matanzas. eatly 
Thursday morning on special train accom- 
panied by General Wilson, Major Eli Hayle 
and Captain Murray. The rain the day 
before made it as pleasant as possible. 
Our party regretted we could not take in 
Cardenas. We cams through the country 
175 miles to Cienfuegos. Part of thesway 
was though magnificent country with 
great sugar plantations. We stopped at 
La Condito, the immense estate of Juan 
Pedro. We were met by the proprietor 
and shown through his great mill, the lar- 
gest in Cuba, with thousands of acres of 
sugar fields. The capacity of the mill is 
140,000 bags of 300 pounds each per season. 
His grandfather established the mill with 
a capacity of 40,000 bags, then his father 
Increased it to 80,000 and now he has in- 
creased it to 140,000. He was the only son 
and heir. 

Mr. Pedro takes pride in having the very 
best sugar mill machinery that is made. 
Some of the machinery was made in Ha- 
vana, some in the United States, some in 
Scotland, some in France. The ever present 
block house is around his place. He paid 
tribute of $150,000 to each side and saved 
his wll. 

Tasked him why the others, whose 
were destroyed, did not save them. 
replied that they had no money to 
with. We were. invited to visit his 
ling and garden. {[t was an ideal Spanish 
place: All kinds of fruits and flowers 
row in the garden. His house is large and 
furnished with modern improvements.

It supports the cattle that 
haul it to the mill. .It makes the sirup 
from which the sugar and molasses is made. 
After the juice is extracted it is carried 
by machinery over driers and falls into the 
furnace that runs the whole establishment, 
not a particle is lost. There is trouble now 
about ‘titles, but a commission will have 
to be appointed with power to decide about 
them. It is not necessary to have a mill. 
You can take the cane to the mills of others 
and get Six per cent of the sugar it pro- 
duces as your part. Neither is it necessa- 
ry to have land if you want to build a 
mill, the cane will be brought and you can 
pay this toll. The sugar planters complain 
that they have been cheated in the tolls, 
but. with fair and honest American deal- 
ing a good deal of business can be done. 

The royal palm is as useful as it is beau- 
tiful, The skin, which {s impervious to 
water, is used in covering houses, and the 
mast it produces will fatten a hog. The 
rent of a tree, on this account, is 
$1 per annum 

The secretary's party was delighted with 
the trip across the island, for it gave a 
£00g opportunity to see what Cuba is. In 
the best portions the stately royal palm 
can be seen, while the poorer portions are 
covered with palmetto. The naked child- 
ren along the route amused the party.

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Santiago de Cuba, April 8.—(Spectal Cor- 
respondence.)—We were all night on the 
Caribbean sea, which was calm and smooth 
almost as a millpond. The heavens were 
studded with stars, brighter and in greater 
numbers than I ever sawthem. We retired, 
anticipating a great time the next morning. 
The captain notified us that we would pass 
the Spanish wrecks early. Wepassed the 
Colon too early to see the effective work 
of the Oregon. .We then came to the Vis- 
caya, which was standing on the water ifke 
a thing of life to the naked eye. Our ship 
sailed as near to it as possible and we wou} 
have boarded her if the surf had not been 
s0 high. This was quite a disappointment. 
In a short time we passed the Oquendo, 
which was’ beached and destroyed, the 
wreck a silent monument of her former 
greatness. Soon we came to Morro castle, 
over which the gtars and stripes were fly- 
ing. No signs of our bombardment could de 
seen. We soon entered the narrow neck of 
the harbor out of which the Spanish fleet 
came that Sunday morning last July. The 
Spanish steamer, Reina Mercedes, that wags 
sunk at the fort, has been raised by General 


Wood and it is in fair condition. The masts 
of the Merrimac, Hobson’s ship of world 
renown, rise out of the water where he 


bravely sank her. The entrance to°Santia- 
go by water is narrow and long. It finally 
opens out into a beautiful bay at the foot 
of the city. 

General Wood and his staff came on board 
to pay respects to the secretary of warm A 


approached the wharf. We entered car- 
,riages and drove over the city. I was some- 
what disappointed in the city. It did not 
present the creditable appearance that some 
writers have described for it.

T felt like we 
were on sacred ground. I thought if today 
was so hot. what must have been the 
weather last July. when 380 of our men 
were killed and 1,500 wounded. The Span- 
fards would neverd tell their loss. Their 
trenches were filled with the dead and cov- 
ered and that is their condition today. A 
commission is taking up our dead and ship- 
ping them back to the states. Piles of cof- 
fins are heaped on the wharves ready for 
Shipment. This battle is of such recent

It now seems certain that in spite of the 
care given the formation of the new convict 
law by the last legislature, a serious over-

ed out by Comptroller General Wright, who 
has submitted the facts to the attorney gen- 
eral for his opinion. 

There is apparently in the new lease law 
no provision for the payment of boards of 
inspection and chaplains for the various 
penitentiary camps, which have always been 
required by the law of the state. 

Comptroller Wright pointed out yesterday 
the fact that under the old lease system a 
committee was appointed in each county 
with a penitentiary camp, at the beginning 
of each term of the court, or twice during 
the year, for the purpose of inspecting the 
care given the convicts and the manner in 
which the camp is conducted. This com- 
mittee consisted of three members of the 
grand jury and three citizens, and the mem- 
bers were allowed for their services during 
the time they were engaged in the work the 
sum of $3 a day. A chaplain was also pro- 
vided for each one of the camps and thee 
sum of $3 authorized for him for each ser- 
mon preached, 

The new.convict law omits all mention of 
the inspecting committee, as well as the pay 
of the chaplain. Comptroller General 
Wright stated yesterday that the sum paid 
out Gy the state each year for the two pur- 


poses mentioned ‘amounted generally: to 
about $6,000, and was regulated by the num- 


‘ber of penitentiary camps in the stata 


Are the Committees Continued? 
The comptroller general desires to ascer- 
tain if the inspecting committee is retained. 
and if so, are they chargés on the state.

General Evans spoke of an interpretation 
of the new law that did away with the old 
examining board by putting al) the work 
of inspection on the prison commissioners. 
This interpretation has hitherto -been ac- 
cepted by the commission, it is understood, 
but the task of inspecting all the peniten- 
tiary camps in the state, as well as keep 
up closely with the numerous misdemeanor 
camps, is one the commission, it is believed, 
will find hard to accomplish. 

Comptroller Genera] Wright is desirous of 
getting at the intention of the legislature in 
the matter. He said yesterday that without 
doubt committees in the various counties of 
the state would continue to inspect the 
camps, as they had in the past, and would, 
with reasonable certainty, demand pay- 
ment for their work. Under such a state of 
affairs the official desires to know whether 
they are to be paid or not, and the matter 
will doubtless ‘be determined Ly the attor- 
ney general] today or tomorrow.

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STREETPREACHERS 


NEED NO PERMITS 


Récorder Broyles Dismissed the 
Cases Yesterday, 


HE QUOTES LAW ON SUBJECT 


Revs. Holder and Garrow Were Arrested 
Last Sunday. 


WILL CONTINUE THEIR MEETINGS 


Police Will Not Molest the Preachers 
and Their Meetings Will Not Be 
Disturbed—Cases Attracted 
Considerable Atten- 
tion. 


Judge Broyles yesterday dismissed the 
cases against the street preachers who were 
recently arrested on the charge of creating 
a disturbance on the street. The preachers 
were arrested on Sunday, and tried Monday. 
Judge Broyles reserved his decision and 


| rendered it yesterday favorable to the dl- 


vines. 

There will be no molestation of the street 
preachers for the present, and the regular 
services will be conducted at the usual time 
and the usual places heretofore. 

There was much interest aroused in the 
case and the ministers of Atlanta sympa- 
thized with the street preachers. 

The police courtroom held a large audi- 
ence yesterday morning when the cases 
against Rev. George Garrow and Rev. 
Charles Holder were called. 

The arresting officers stated that there 
were only a few persons around Rev. Hold- 
er and neither the sidewalks nor the streets 
near him were blockaded. Thefe was quite a 
crowd around the gospel wagon, which was 
in dharge of Rev. Garrow. 

Rev. Holder had been arrested simply 
because he had no permit from Mayor 
Woodward. Rev. Garrow also had no per- 
mit. 

When Rev. Garrow was asked by the 
recorder if he had been requested by the 
police to move farther from the sidewalk 
he replied in the negative and added that 
he believed the police had asked him to 
break up the meeting, but as he felt the 
services were being held in the name of the 
Lord he did not obey the ordér of the offi- 
cer. 

The recorder quoted the city ordinances 
which were published in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, and then said: 

There is no law requiring street preach- 
ers to obtain a permit from the mayor 
or council, and if they are not actually 
obstructing the streets or sidewalks, and 
are behaving in an orderly and decorous 
manner, they should not be molested. 
There should be no feeling of antagon- 
ism between these men and the police- 
men; they are all equally the citizens of 
Atlanta, and should work in harmony 
to preserve law and order..If the preach- 
ers see their audiences encroaching too 
much upon the sidewalks or spreading 
out all over the streets, they should 
interrupt their proceedings iong enough 
to request the people to move so as not 
to prevent free passage, and the police 
should, of course, assist them in this, 
and should arrest those persons who are 
actually blockading the streets or side- 
walks if they fail or refuse to move 
when notified. 

It has been stated for the defense dur- 
ing the trial of these cases that these 
defendants have preached only orthodox 
and unexceptionabhke doctrines and that 
for that reason they should not be mo- 
lested, while others are‘said to pro- 
claim very unorthodox and pernicious 
doctrines and for that reason should not 
be permitted to preach upon the streets. 
To this argument I cannot agree. The 
streets of our city belong to no sect or 
denomination, but to the whole people. 
In them the worshiper of the Crescent 
has the same right as the follow of the 
Cross, and the race of Abraham as much 
as either, and no distinction snouid be 
made by the city between the doctrines 
of these religions and the teachings of 
Buddha, Zoroaster, Mormonism, Darwin- 
ish or what not, so long as nothing un- 
lawful is proclaimed. Every man in this 
great city, in this greater state, and in 
this greatest country, has the inaliena- 
ble right to worship God—or what he 
believes to be God—in his own way, and 
to proclaim his own views about it, and 
this very religious tolerance and freedom 
of speech is the corner stone in the 
foundation of our great republic and 
should be jealously and sacredly guarded 
by the courts of our country. 

The men who were arraigned said that 
they bore no ill will to any One on account 
of the arrests which were made, and said 
they would proceed to conduct their ser- 
vices next Sunday as heretofore.

Arresting Street Preachers. 

Editor Constitution—If the street preach- 
ers and singers are guilty of disorderly 
conduct or rioting and interfering with the 
rights of people, it would be time enough 
then to arrest them; but not for talking 
and singing, though some of them might 
preach unsound doctrine. Free speech is 
guaranteed in America, and more especial- 
ly on religious matters. Atlanta is not the 
city to begin to muzzle people, and attempt 
to abridge the God-given right of religious 
freedom, for which our forefathers fought 
and won. It affects every citizen, for the 
free right of any, even the humblest, to.be 
taken away. 

While I cannot agree with all they may 
preach and say, they are all aiming to do 
good. If there is any harm in what they 
say, it is not,of a.sort to call for human 
arrest and punishment. Our mayor has 
undertaken a great deal if he has set him- 
self to punish unorthodoxy on our streets. 
He does not even profess religion him- 
self, therefore does not set an example for 
the true religion that he speaks of.

SHAFTER COULD NOT TELL GOOD 
FROM BAD MEAT 


General Testimony Was Against the 
Claims of General Miles from 
Beginning to End. 


Washington, April 11.—Major General 
Shafter, who conducted the campaign

Twelve armed comrades of Tighte, led by 
Private Reeves, took Cesar from the police 
station about midnight and beat him se- 
verely with sticks. They did not then know 
Tighte was dead. 

It seems Tighte had been drinking and 
caused an uproar on the train for El Veda- 
do. The report is that he insulted a woman 
and that Policeman Cesar dragged him off 
the train. From that point the accounts 
differ. 

One story is that Tighte took the police- 
man’s club and struck at him and was 
then shot by the officer. Another is that 
Tighte ran,, stuinbled over the track and 
was shot in the neck -by the policeman 
while he lay on the ground. He died at, the 
military thospital three hours afterwards 
and his comrades insist that it was a case 
of murder. Cesar is confined to his bed in 
the jail. 

‘This affair and the weunding of Condon 
on Sunday night, with several minor rows 
soldiers and the police, have 
caused a good deal of ill feeling, and the 
men of both services are threatening as 
to what they will do in the event of provo- 
cation.

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AFRICAN BOYS 
REACH THE CITY 


Missienary S. P. Verner Brings Them 
frem the Congo Free State. 


HE- WILL EDUCATE THEM 


One of Them Was a Cannibal in His 
Native State. 
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THE YOUNGSTERS ARE GREAT CURIOSITIES 


Mr. Verner Talks of His Work in the 
African Wilds—He Will 
Lecture. 


Last night Rev. Samuel Phillips Verner, 
a Presbyterian missionary, arrived in At- 
lanta with two negro boys from the neart 
of Africa, one of whom was in his native 
state a cannibal. 

Mr. Verner carried his two Africans char- 
ges to the police barracks and had them 
placed in the sleepers’ department as ‘ne 
did not wish to leave the youngsters with 
strangers. 

The arrival of the 
Africans caused quite a sensation at the 
barracks, and the policemen crowded about 
the little negroes and eyed them with the 


minister and the 


greatest of curiosity. 

The boys came from the lower Lualiba 
district of the Congo Free State, and were 
of the Batatela tribe. They are 
black and their skins are sleek and shiny. 
Neither can talk a word of English and 
when asked questions they hang their heads 


y ery 


and appeared to be confused and tim) 1. 

Mr. Verner left Africa over three months 
ago, and he and his two charges were two 
months and a half ceaching New York city. 

The eldest of the boys is named, in his 
own language, Kassongo, and the youn- 
er. Kondola, and they are aged frespec- 
t.vely. ten and fourteen years. 

The little fellows were orphans 
time before Mr. Verner ‘took 
charge. The government of the Congo 
Free State consented for him to bring them 
to America for the purpose of educating 
them. 

For four worked as. a 
missionary in Africa, leaving his home in 
Columbia, 8S. C., to engage in the work 
as a representative of the southern Pres- 
byterian church He says that the white 
man is to the natives where he was sta- 
tioned something of a curiosity and they 
never stopped gathering about ‘the mis- 
sionaries. and watching them elosely. 

In a short while he learned the Batatela 
language and before leaving the district 
wrote and had printed a bogk which ans- 
wered as a reader for the members of his 
church. He had associated with him among 
other missionaries, Rev. W. H. Sheppard, 
who was at one time a Presbyterian min- 
ister in Atlanta. 

Mr. Verner returned to America for the 
purpose of resting awhile from his hard 
labors, and to arouse more interest in the 
African missionary work, and secure more 
hearty co-operation from the people in 
this part of the country. When he arrived 
in Atlanta last night he was greatly fa- 
‘igued from travel. 

Mr. Verner: taiked most inter stingly of 
his labors in the African missionary fiel!. 
His church thad 200 members and the natives 
who had embraced Christianity were earnest 
and zealous. It was a great field, he said, 
and one that should engage the attention 
and co-operation of all those who are inter-’

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ested in the spread of the gospel among the 
heathen. 

The pair of Africans were seen at the po- 
lice barracks by a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion last night shortly after their arrival. 
They were surrounded by a crowd of police- 
men who were getting ready to go on duty 
on the morning watch. 

ne eldest of the boys said his name was 
“Jimmie,’’ and the younger would make 
no reply at all, but the elder spoke for 
him and said his name was “Johnnie.”’ 

Mr. Verner said.they had learned the 
two names and were getting just a trifle 
‘stuck up’ since arriving in civilizatien. 
“They use the names of Jimmie and John- 
nie,’’ he said, ‘just to pretend that they are 
not heathens and cannibals.’’ ’ 

The boys do not resemble the negro as he. 
is known here at all. Their heads are shap- 
ed differently and their skins are darker 
and have an oily appearance. 

Mr. Verner will leave the city this morn- 
ing for Tusealoosa, Ala. It is his intention 
to either place the African boys at school 
in Tuscaloosa or have Booker Washington 
look after them.:

ACHINAMAN CRUELLY BEATEN 


San Lung Assaulted by Ed Pitts, a 
Negro. 


BASEBALL BAT WAS USED 


The Chinaman Ran and Yelled—He 


Was Seriously Hurt—Police Are 
After Pitts. 


The wild and piteous cries of Sam Lung, 
as he was pursued and beaten with a 
baseball bat by Ed Pitts, a negro, created 
a lively scene near the corner of Butler 
Street and Auburn avenue yesterday after- 
noon about 2 o'clock. 

Sam Lung wés fearfully beaten by the 
negro, and it by not be a 6urprise to 
the physician if the wounds proved quite 
serious, if not fatal. 

Sam Lung runs a laundry at the corner 
of Piedmont and Edgewood avenues. He 
and Pitts had a falling out about some 
laundry, Pitts having left collars and cuffs 
which ‘he wanted back without paying cash 
for the work. 

Yesterday afternoon

Pitts met Sam on 
The negro was on his way 
to a baseball game, and had a bat with 
him. He at once began to beat Sam with 
the bat, , 

Sam started on a wild run for his life, 
and if it had not been for his speed Pitts 
would possibly Have killed him. 

The Chinaman screamed and yelled for 
help at every step he took. His loose shirt 
was flying. out like the wings of a para- 
chute,; and his: queue was trailing almost 
horizontally behind him, 

Call Officers McCurdy and Covington were 
notified of the assault by telephone, and 
they made a run on their bicycles to catch 
Pitts, but the negro had escaped. before 
they arrived. 

Sam Lung never stopped running untill he 
reached his laundry, and there he was found 
lying upon the floor moaning and holding 
his bleeding and bruised head in his hands. 

The officers said it was one of the most 
unprovoked and brutal assaults they had 
ever investigated. 

The police are still looking for Pitts. He 
is a character well Known by the officers. 
If arrested he will be tried in the superior 
court for an assault with intent to mur- 
der. 
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THE PASSING THRONG. 


The death of ex-Senator Horace A. W. 
Tabor removes from the west a man who 
Was easily the«most picturesque figure of 
a picturesque period in the early mining 
days in Colorado, 

Democratic to the last degree in his tastes 
and habits, Tabor was ‘‘one of the boys’’ 
in the old hoydenish days in Leadville when 
the mines in the vicinity poured forth a 
perpetual stream of silver, and the pauper 
of today was the. prince of tomorrow. It 
is related of Tabor that he was one of the 
hardest workers in the Leadville district. 
When the Little Pittsburg mine was in 
its infancy and the extent and value of 
the lead an unknown quantity, Tabor 
swung a pick with as much enthusiasm as 
any of his hired laborers. 

His habit was to go about clad in the 
coarsest sort of clothes; and ‘even after he 
sold out his holdings in the Little Pittsburg 
for $1,000,000 he continued for years 
to dress with the simplicity of the mining 
Camp. One of his first acts after making 
his first big ‘‘clean-up’’ in Colorado was 
to go to Denver and purchase the biggest 
diamond that money could buy. This stone 
he wore in the front of a flannel shirt. 
Gene Field was a young reporter in Den- 
ver in those days and Tabor’s diamond was 
an endless source of amusement to him, 
and the sly flashes of wit arfd humor that 
it called forth in the papers were numer- 
ous; 

At one time Tabor was easily the richest 
man in Colorado; at the time of his death 
his vast possessions had gone the way of 
So many easily -acquired fortunes—had 
gradually slipped away until not even the 
remnants were léft. 

Tabor was lucky. 
friends agree that 


some 


His most intimate 
his ‘fortune was due to 
blind luck and not to business acumen 
of any kind. It is told as a sober fact 
that a gang of sharpers got hold of the 
muiti-millionaire one day and sold him an 
old, played out claim which they had skill- 
fully “‘salted.’”’ Tabor went ahead regard- 
less of the fact that friends told him he 
had been bunkoed and put in new machin- 
ery. In a few weeks he struck a new lead 
and made the mine pay handsomely. The 
sharpers were. about the sicKest set of 
fellows imaginable when they learned the 
news. 


“Tt read the story in The Constitution this 
morning about Dan Castello and it carried 
me back to the circuses that used to visit 
Atlanta years ago.” 

The speaker was Solicitor James O'Neil, 
who was the center of a group at the 
Kimball yesterday. 

‘In the days I speak of Castello was the 
most wonderful] vaulter I ever saw. Other 
acrobats were his superiors in.some re- 
spects—Kelly, for instance, who used to 
Vault over twenty-one horses. But Castello 
was easily the most graceful of the lot, 
His vaulting was something beautiful to 
see. He would turn two or three summer- 
saultg in the air and then his body would 
glide gracefully into a horizontal] position 
with his hands stretehed out like a man 
diving. In this position he would seem to 
actually fly through the air for quite a 
distance. Then his form would gradually 
assume the perpendicular and he’d descend 
as light and airy as thistle down. 

‘Yes, I remember Dan well, and I’m go- 
ing out to see him for old times’ sake.” 


The conversation had turned to matters 
pugilistic and had gradually veered around 
to the Sullivan-Kilrain fight. 

“Poor old liivan! He had a heart in 
him as big as an ox, and that’s the reason 
he’s no better off today than he is,” said 
Jack Wilson. 

‘“Here’s a Sample of the sort of man 
he ‘was: On the way back from the fight 
the train was packed and jammed with 
anxious sports who feared arrest, and the 
train passed several stations without stop- 
ping for supper. Finally we slowed up at 
a sm@ll, dilapidated house presided over 
by a poverty stricken widow, whose wealth 
was limited to a large assortment of tow- 
headed youngsters whose ages ranged from 
an infant in arms to a half grown youth 
who contented himself with gazing in open- 
eved wonder at the visitors instead of help- 
ing his mother. 

“The crowd invaded the place and bought 
everything in the shape of something to 
eat that could be found. The widow had 
a crying babe in one arm and made change 
with the disengaged hand, placing the 
coins in a cigar box on the counter. In 
the confusion some dirty scoundrel stole 
the box and all it contained. Sullivan 
heard about it, and ripped out a good round 
oath that was refreshing to hear under 
the circumstances. He took off his silk 
hat. rammed a rol] of bills into it and 
started through the car. In less time than 
it takes to tell the tale he deposited the 
hat in front of the widow with more money, 
I venture to say, than she had éver seen 
Then he rushed back to the train 
without waiting for her thanks, 

‘That was only one of many such acts, 
and that’s the reason that Sullivan today 
in spite of his fallen estate is the ideal 
pugilist of America.”’

NEWS AT THE CAPITOL 


The legislative commission appointed at 
the last session of the house and senate to 
represent the state in the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road, will meet this morn- 
ing in the office of Attorney General Ter- 
rell for the purpose of organizing. 

The commission is composed of Senator 
W. S. West, of Valdosta; Representatives 
Morris Brandon, of Fulton, and Byron Bow- 
er, of Decatur, together with Attorney Gen- 
era) Terrell.and Ed Brown, special attorney 
for the Western and Atlantic. 

The work proper of the committee will 
not begin until after the railroads have 
agreed upon a plan for the union depot, 
which will be at the earliest after May 24d, 
but it is the desire of Senator West. who 
has acted as chairman of the committee, to 
have everything in readiness to receive any 
suggestion from the railroad when it is 
made, and to this end the organization of 
the commiittee will be effectedthis morning. 
The commission jis empowered to consid- 
er all propositions affecting the lease of the 
union depot and Western Atlantic property 
that are expected from the railroads. How- 
ever, although the date of the committee's 
first business session is too far away to 
learn the standine of the members, it is 
probable that no radieal action, such as the 
altering of the lease, will he taken by the 
commission, but this work wil} be left with 
the legislature itself.
